SANTA MONICAN DIES) AFTER 

YEARS OF ACTIVITY. 

Arriving at Santa Monica Before 
the Thought of Founding a City 
_Was Conceived, He Aided With 
Saw and Hammer for a Third of a 
Century. 


SANTA. MONICA, Nov. 21.—Death 
today claimed James Pearman, pio- 
neer of Santa Monica pioneers. He 
had been a resident of this city since 
1875, having come here before the 
thought of founding a, city here by the 
sea had been conceived.

Upon 
arriving here he uséd the tools of his 
trade, being a carpenter, and assisted 
for more than a third of a century in 
the building of a city.

Came Here from West Prussia 

Half a Century. Ago and After

Nathan Jacoby, president of the 
house of Jacoby Bros., and one of the 
members of that dauntiess band of 
picneers who have taken such a prom-\ 
inent purt in the upbuilding of Los 
Angeles, answered the call of the 
Grim Reaper yesterday afternoon, a 
few hours after having been stricken 
with apoplexy in the stcre of which 
lie Was still the active head. + ‘

Few merchants have been as 
actively identified with the growth of 
Los Angeles as Jacoby. Coming to Los 
Angeles in 1861, from his birthplace 
in West Prussia, he worked in a subor- 
dinate capacity for a number of prom- 
inent concerns of that time before 
engaging in business for himself. In 
the early 70's, with his brother, 
Charles, he founded the house of 
Jacoby Bros., in the old Temple block. 
Later Abraham and Lesscr Jacoby

Jacoby was the last of the founders. 
Before ming partnership with 


his brother, Jacoby engaged in the 
general merchandise business at Wil- 
‘mington, which at that time was a 
government post.. This business he 
sold out when far-sightedness 
prompted him to consider Los An* 
geles as the best place for a perman- 
ent location.

Unlike many another conéert artist, 
Bispham sings hia entire programme 
in thre English langiage, even though 
the composition be those of foreign 
writers. He is a staunch exponent of 
the use of English by singers apear- 
ing before an English-speaking an- 
dience. That Bispham's masterly in- 
terpretations were thoroughly enjoyed 
by the large audience was evidenced 
by the hearty appthuse and frequent 
demand for encores which greeted 
the singer. Bispham’s introductory 
sketches of composers and com- 
positions which he sang also proved 
a delightful innovation. 

Bispham's programme opened with 
“Hiear Me! Ye Winds and Waves”
